Abuses and Frauds ~ The Enormous 


Special Dispatch x Chicago Tribune. 

Wasnixo rox, D. C., Jan. 22.—The enor 
mous appropriations for pensions, together 
with the known fact that a heavy percent of 
it is paid to those who have no right to be on 
the rolis, are at last attracting the serious at- 
tention of members and Senators, and there 
is a prospect that some measure of relief 
will be adopted. Iliustrating the abuses that 
have grown up under the system, a member 
of from one of the Sou States 
tells your éorrespondent that he knows a 
man in his district who lost his arm in a saw- 
mill two years after the War, yet regularly 
draws a pension on account of the loss of bis 
arm.’ He mentioned another instance where 
aman, for a slight flesh-wound, that hardly 
left a ‘scratch and no disability. whatever, 
managed to draw $2,200 for arrears of pen- 
sions. “This so-called disabled soldier,” 
said the member quoted, can come to Wash- 
ington and whip any two members of Con- 
gress in a fair fight!

THE WAR BETWEEN CHILI AND. PERV. 
The bloody war between Chili and Peru, 
Which has now been wiped for nearly two 
years with almost unbarpiug success to the 
arms of the former, dates sofar back and has 
so radically changed in its character that the 
original cause is probabiy unknown te the 
majority of Our readers. It dates back to 
1872, and thé first quarre] was with Bolivia. 
A boundary question had been settled amica- 
bis between Bolivia and Chili in 1806, and 
fixéd a neutral zone, the revenaein which, tö 
be derived from gnano and mineral deposits; 
was tü de Collected by the two Goterumbnts 
— equally divided, All went well until 

2. when Bolivia evinced A detérmfhation to 
nob settiements. It soon became apparent 
that Pern was at the bottom of this act of 
bad faith. In 1872 the development of the 
nitraté of soda industry in thé Peruvian 
Provitice of TuTapaca, By Chittah Forkmen 
and capital, received so great an impulse 
and beeame so prosperous that the Peruvian 
Government forced the owners to sell out to 
it; thes working a great oss to the Chillans. 
It was found, howéveéer; that these proteed- 
igs Would not profit Peru unless the 
nitrate beds in the neutral zone were also in- 
cluded. Peru, therefore, proposed to Bolivia 
and Chill a grand combination of nitrate 
monopoly. Chin refused to join, and Bo- 
livia eould not do so without Eibe consent, 
owing to the treaty. Peru then entered into 
sucrét negotiations With Bolivia, Which led to 
a Secret offensive and defeusſve altiance in 
1873. In February, 1879, Bolivia, belfévilix 
that waft was mevitable between Chili and 
the Argentine Republic, confischtéd tite ni- 
trate works belonging to the former 
in the neutral zone, in direct Vidia- 
fion of treaty, whereupon Chin de- 
elated wir against her. Tue Peruvians, 
mean while, after greatly strengthening their 
army and navy, sent an Ambassador to Chill, 
Wlio deniéd that theré wüs any sécrdt tteaty 
between Peru and Bolivia. On the 17th of 
March, 1879, the Chillin Minister at Lima dé 
manded of the Pernvian Government a dec- 
laration of neutrality, Perti eraded un 
answer. On the 2th Chili repeated her 
demand, ant then Pern; finding that she could 
no longer maintain her equivocal position, 
admitted that she could not remain neutral 
on account of her alliance with Bolivia. En- 
raged with Bolivia's violation of her treaty 
and with Péru’s treachery; and double-deal- 
ing, and falsehobd, Uh ‘thé 5th 6f April Chin 
declared war against both Powers. 

At thé commencement of this war thé syih- 
pathies of the world were unquestionably 
with Chili: first, because she was the victim 
of treachery: and second, because it was not 
to thé interest of the World that she shomd 
join With Peti and Boltvia th thefr erat 
nitrate monopoly. From the first set battle 
Of the wat, Whiich Was a fiaval one, of 
| Tquigne, to the capture of Lima, the Chilian 
rerord has been ont of almost consent 
victoriés, though the Periviais haves 
outnumbered the Chilians on every 
déeasion: Up to November, 1879, thé wür 
was confined to the sea, bit it was wigzei 
with such Valor and desperation that the 
Chilians not only récévered tlie iitrite ter: 
ritory ip the neutral zone and seized the Po- 
ruvian beds also, but they almost annihilated 
tine Peruvtan navy: Then followed u long 
succession of brilliant. victorlés at 
Mejitiones, Pisagua, Iquique, San Francisco, 
and Dolores; After these victories they 


overran Peru and held it at their mercy. U 


to this time the Chilians had the sympathy of 


other nations. for Péru tichly deserved severe 
punishment,—and they had proved themselves 


to be gallant soldiers; but, once in possession 
of Peruvian territory and in a sitnation 
Where the sould affird to be mäguaulmdus 
and to be satisfied with fair guarantees and 
indemnity, the entire character of the wat 
changed. Bravery turned to barbarity, and 

the most inhdinan excesses wert perpetrated. 
Towns and villages wert given over to the 
soldiery. Not even the women were spareil, 
ahd Chili staitied her arms with brutal attao- 
ttiés. At this point thé United States of- 
feral her serviées asa mediator between the

The fact that no 
effort has been made to abolish éxécutive or 
secret S88ion8 of the Senate has been that 
practically such sessions have ceased to be 
secret: “The action, and even the yeas 
afid nays of Senators, in the Senate during 
these sessions are published next day with 
as much regularity.as are the proceedings of 
the regular session, This has been more or 
less the case ever since Col. Benton, thirty 
yours and. published in the papers his 
speeches made in executive sessiom, and his 
right to da so could not be questioned. All 
the treaties made by the United States with 
foreign Governments have been made publi¢ 
dating their consideration in the Senate, and 
tlie Senate has hever failed to make itself 
rifietions by its abortive efforts to punish 
such publications. In one or two lustances 


i it was guilty of oppression, if not crueity; 


but it always fafled to convict any person of 
a Violation of rules of the Senate. The 
reason for such failure is due to the fact 
that no such violation of the rules has ever 
taken place. Every newspaper man knows 
this to be trué, but the Senate persistently 
insists that becfiuse a document printed in 
so-calied confidence finds its Way Into the 
papers, therefore somebody of necessity must 
have Vidlatéd that confidence. This is the 
impotent conclusion always adopted by the 
Senate, despite the fact that the rank apsura- 
ity of such conclusion. is patent to all other 
men: It is not iikely that the present in- 
vestigation Will be any more süecesstul than 
those which have preceded it, Its only re- 
sult win de to establish How mistuken the 
Senate has been, and is, in its estimate of the 
intelligence and integrity of the reporters for 
the public press.

Stanford, the President of the Central Pacific
